the shopmen’s claim to special arbitration. 
Its contention ds that it cannot make fish 
of one set of railwaymen and flesh of 
another, and that the shopmen’s case ought 
‘to be included in the general arbitration 
on which all the companies and all the 
‘railway unions have agreed. When the 
shopmen struck work the three companies 
served formal notices of dismissal on their 
staffs in view of the danger of discontinued 
services. The Midland and South-Eastern 
Companies, having settled with their shop- 
men, withdrew these notices. The Great 
Southern Company has now substituted 
for them a tenure of employment from 
day to day. Its locomotive staffs, how- 
ever, have refused to accept the new con- 
ditions and choose to regard themselves 
as ‘locked out.” Yesterday morning these 
imen did not present themselves for work 
at the Kingsbridge terminus. If they had 
presented themselves, the coal-fillers’ 
strike—now a strike within a -strike— 
might have kept them looking idly at 
their empty tenders. In the meanwhile 
the main services of one of the chief rail- 
ways in Ireland have ceased to exist, 
and the first and the third cities of Ire 
land are virtually cut off from contact 
with each other. Yesterday not a single 
train left Dublin for Cork ; only one train 
left Cork for Dublin, and it was unable 
to complete the journey. Immense incon- 
venience was inflicted on many hundreds 
of people. There was no transport. of 
mails; business between the two cities 
was paralysed ; and tons of goods—largely 
perishable—were marooned in railway 
sheds. To-day some three thousand men 
are out of work as a result of this 
strike or series of strikes. If it continues 
for another week, the number of unem- 
ployed will have been multiplied by ten. 
Yesterday the Great Southern Company 
was in conference with representatives of 
its locomotive and clerical staffs. ‘The 
meeting was adjourned and may be re 
sumed to-day. We hope that a settlement 
will be reached, and we presume that any 
settlement will make provision for the 
shopmen’s and coal-fillers’ return to work. 
Nothing ought. to be said which might 
embarrass these negotiations; but it is 
right that the various bodies of lightning- 
strikers should know what the country is 
thinking about them. There is no public 
support for this insane policy of striking 
on the smallest provocation, real or 
imaginary. Details and technical com- 
| plications apart, two essential facts are 
manifest, The first is that all the rail- 
ways of the United Kingdom—especially 
the Irish railways, which are the poorest— 
are compelled by urgent necessity to 
reduce their working expenses. The second 
fact is that the painful process is now in 
operation on the systems of Great Britain 
and that not a solitaty strike of railway 
workers has ensued. Every grade, includ- 
ing the shopmen, has accepted the pro- 
posed reductions. That simple fact con- 
demns the shopmen’s action in the Dublin 
and Southern areas. It exposes the folly 
of other branches of railway-workers in 
rushing, at the national expense, to the 
support of an untenable claim. The truth 
is that Irish railwaymen, consciously or 
unconsciously, are doing their best to kill 
their own country and their own livelihood 
at the same time. Every new strike not 
only impoverishes them for the time being, 
but tuts at the very root of the earning 
power on which their wages depend. _ If 
they insist on uneconomic wages, railway 
rates must be raised to a point at which 
the public will decline to pay, and the 
companies will go out of business. More- 
over, the railways have. no monopoly of 
Irish traffic. Yesterday ships and motor 
coaches replaced the trains which refused 
to run between Dublin and Cork, Those 
ships and coaches will continue to compete 
with the Great Southern Company after 
the present strike is settled—especially if 
there is no security that the strike will 
not be renewed next week. If our Southern 
railway workers intend to persist in their 
present policy, they ought to insure their 
future by beginning to learn a hew trade.

Depatment. In June the Government 
granted a subsidy of £10,000,000 to the 
coal industry, and the owners agreed to 
forego their profits during a certain period 
in order to break the fall of the colliers’ 
wages. For the present month the Mines 
Department has reckoned that the owners 
must pay 97.57 per cent. of the wages bill, 
while the remaining 2.43 per cent. will 
come out of what is left of the subsidy. 
The owners, on the other hand, assert 
that their just share amounts only to 
46.23 per cent. A deputation is about to 
wait on the Mines Department in London, 
where, possibly, some compromise may be 
arranged. The Cardiff €oal Exchange was 
at a stand-still yesterday, and twelve 
thousand miners have been served with 
notice of dismissal. The owners say that 
the steam collieries are losing from eight 
to ten shillings on every ton of coal which 
is being cut, and that, in the circum- 
stances, tli¢y cannot possibly “ carry on.” 
Should the notices take effect, the number 
of miners out of work in South Wales 
alone will approximate to 100,000, and the 
outlook for the winter will be appalling. 
The depression in the coal trade, of 
course, is a direct result of the paralysis 
of coal-consuming industries throughout 
the country, whieh, in turn, can be traced 
to the coal strike last spring. Such is the 
penalty of economic ignorance. If the 
dispute in South Wales is not settled im- 
mediately, the closing down of some im- 
portant pits will re-act yet again on all 
sorts of industries. The economy of an 
industrial State like Britain is so finely 
woven that the snapping of any one thread 
immediately affects the whole fabric. We 
agree with the London Mayors in their 
insistence on the fact that the present 
problem is of national importance. 
Indeed, its very existence constitutes a 
threat to the stability of society. The 
State cannot support two million workless 
people out of the taxpayers’ pocket; but, 
if they are left to starve, all decent men 
must shudder at the thought of the/con- 
sequences, 


Disbanded. 


If they did not “save the sum of things 
for pay, posterity will at least say of 
the South Persia Rifles that they did 
splendid work in an excellent cause. In 
1916 Sir Percy Sykes was sent to 
Bandar Abbas with instructions to 
raise a local force with which to restore 
the authority of the Persian Government 
and protect British interests. The first 
detachment of the South Persia Rifles was 
formed, and did excellent service in pro- 
tecting the Port of Bandar Abbas and 
guarding the caravan royte. Other detach- 
ments were raised subsequently, and the 
work of protecting the caravan routes and 
suppressing brigandage was extended until 
the two South-West Provinces, F and 
Kerman, were reduced to a state bf com- 
parative law and order. By this time the 
force numbered several thousand men. In 
the spring of 1918, however, a new Persian 
Government denounced the South Persian 
Horse, and a serious mutinyamong the ex- 
Swedish gendarmerie which had been -assi- 
milated into the regiment Was followed 
by an attack on the force by the 
powerful Kashgai tribe. ‘The mutiny 
was suppressed and the force con- 
tinued its useful work until the present 
year, when the repudiation of the Anglo- 
Persian agreement by Persia—now com- 
pletely under Turco-Bolshevist influence— 
caused the British Government to decide 
in favour of its disbandment. That is now 
completed, and there passes into history, 
though not into oblivion, yet another link 
between the age of compromise and the 
greatness that was the British Empire. 


Weather Forecasts. 


At a time of general stagnation it is 
gratifying to learn that His Majesty's 
Clerks of the Weather are advancing with’ 
rapid strides towards an almost mechanical 
accuracy of meteorological diagnosis. As 
all know, the function of a meteorological 
office is to observe the weather. Weather, 
however, that has, so to speak, done its 
worst, whatever academic interest it may 
have to science, is, from the public point 
of view, a dead issue. The meteorologist’s 
business, as the farmer, the holiday- 
maker, the sportsman, and the lady with 
a new and strictly perishable chapeau 
envisage it, is to prate of weathers yet to 
be. This they have done faithfully, pro- 
ceeding, it must be admitted, with caution, 
but not without their rare moments of 
triumph when the treacherous elements 
have astonished all concerned by be- 
having according to plan. On’ Monday 
the Meteorological Office took its courage 
in both hands and prophesied that 
was 
' probable for the next week or ten days 
over the Southern half of the Kingdom.” 
This, it is stated, is the first time when 
the official chaperones of the sisters Rain 
and Shine have ventured to prognosticate 
their antics more than twenty-four hours 
ahead. If this daring becomes habit, as 
The Times points out, the forecasts will 
be of material assistance to the agri- 
culturist— “if justified by events.” The 
reservation is important.

The London newspapers devote very 
little space to the Irish situation to-day, 
and, in fact, only one of thé evening 
apers deals with it at all. The situation, 
Lababer, is regarded hopefully, and it is 
now expected in political circles that a 
conference will soon take place. This 
optimism’ is based solely on the reports 
that the message from the. Prime Minister 
will enable Sinn Fein to accept an invita- 
tion; otherwise it is generally agreed 
that there is nothing to be hopeful about. 
The fighting in Belfast is regarded with 
gloomy eyes. 

It is understood that the Prime Minister 
has now received replies from all the 
Cabinet Ministers regarding his proposed 
reply to Mr. de Valera, and that they 
agree generally in principle, though more 
than one Minister suggests slight changes 
in the phrasing. This is all to the good, 
for an invitation backed by the unanimous 
support of the whole Cabinet is one that 
should not be lightly thrown aside. [If al] 
parties and policies im that body have 
come to think alike on the question of a 
conference, it is qnite possible that they 
will. think alike on the terms to be 
accorded to the Sinn Fein delegates, with 
a resulting hope that peace may ensue. 
It is still expected that the reply will 
be issued to-morrow. 

I am told to-day that Mr, Lloyd 
George’s reply will not be a long one, tut 
it will be crisp in tone, and make it p r- 
fectly clear that further Notes and tele. 
grams will be futile. It will be a direct 
invitation to cease from talking and to 
come to deeds.

quick scheme backed by Government 
subsidies. Perhaps, that is why the result 
of its deliberations wilt command respect 
and consideratidn.”’ , The conference will 
be composed of betive bankers and 
economists of high starding. 

The idea that there will be a great 
“bus” strike in London over the pre 
poséd reduction in wages by thee shillings 
a week is scouted by the leaders of the 
Busmen’s Union. Théy are of opimion 
that a settlement will be reached which 
will suit both employers and employed 
before there is any likelihood of trouble 
It seems that neither side is anxious that 
there shall be a strike, for the omnibus 
companies do not want to sacrifice their 
receipts, while the men recognise fully 
that there are many thousands of men 
who would fill their posts immediately 
should they throw them up.

CHARGE OF CONSPIRACY. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

A man named George Gordon Rorke has been 
arrested on a weer of. having engagéd in a 
conspiracy to furnish subjects of Great Britain 
in Ireland with arms and munitions for use 

ainst the Briti#h Empire, and to instruct 
them in the use of the weapons. Rorke, who 
is a commission dealer in arms and ammuypi- 
tion, residing at Washington, is alleged to be 
implicated in the purchase and shipment ¢ 
the machine-guns and ammunition eeized in 
New York in June last aboard the steamer 
Eastside, and which were believed to have 
been destined for Ireland. Rorke was 
at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel on a telegraphic 
instruction from Mr. Daugherty, the Attorney- 
General.

How 
immense has been the influence of the ideal of 
Roman virtue portrayed by Livy, Plutarch, and 
Tacitus. Indeed, our conception of patriotism 
is to a great extent the outcome of the fact 
that for countless generations we have studied 
at school and college the models of Roman 
antiquity. It is true that in our own day Greek 
and Latin “have been dethroned.
